(a) preparing water-soluble /3-(l,3)-glucans, which have intact /3-(l,3) side chains and are free 
from repetitive j3-(l,6) linkages and have particle diameters of about 10 to 300 nm, by the 
process comprising contacting glucan j3-(l,3) and jS-(l,6) linkages with j3-(l,6) glucanases to 
loosen substantially all /?-(l,6) linkages and reducing the size of the resulting glucans into 
nanoparticulate form, and (b) embedding the nanoparticulate glucans in a protective colloid 
selected from the group consisting of polyvinyl alcohol and polyethylene glycol.

A cosmetic composition comprising nanoparticulate water-soluble /?-(l,3)-glucans, 
which have intact /3-(l,3) side chains and are free from repetitive /?-(!, 6) linkages and have 
particle diameters of about 10 to 300 nm embedded in a protective colloid selected from the 
group consisting of polyvinyl alcohol and polyethylene glycol.
